Disorders Are Reported 
at Some Points, and a 
Detective Was ‘Killed in 
Dublin—Sinn Fein Mem- 
bers of House of Com- 
mons Arrested. a 


Dublin, September 12.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Following close- 
ly upon a speech delivered ‘by Vis- 
count French, lord lieutenant and 
governor general of Ireland, at Bel- 
fast Thursday, in which it was de- 
clared that the British government 
would not hesitate to resort to dras- 
tic steps to maintain law and or- 
der *‘n Ireland, the authorities today 
proclaimed the stppression of the 
Sinn Fein parliament and Sinn 
Fein organizations throughout Ire- 
land. 

A series of raids and searches for 
arms and documents were made at 
the ‘local Sinn Fein headquarters 
in numerous towns, in addition to 
Dublin, among them Cork, Belfast, 
Galway and Londonderry. Two 
prominent Sinn Fein members of the 

,ef commons were arrested 
here and the residences of many 
persons of Sinn Fein leanings in 
Dublin and other places were 
searched. 

There were slight disorders in a 
few places, but no reports of seri- 
ous resistance to the raiders have 
been received up to the present. A 
detective was shot and_kitled in 
Dublin. 

Arms and Explosives Found. 

In the raids some arms and ex- 
Plosives were found. Large quan- 
tities of documents and Sinn Fein 
literature were seized, notably in 
Dublin, where every copy of the 
report of Frank P. Walsh and Ed- 
ward F. Dunne, who investigated 
conditions in Ireland on behalf of 
American-Irish societies, and corre- 
spondence relating to arranging 
trade relations between Ireland and 
the United States and other foreign 
countries, fell into the hands of the 
authorities. The belief was ex- 
pressed in Sinn Fein quarters here 
tonight that nothing of an incrim- 
inating nature was found. 

The Gazette tofiight prints the 
proelamation signed by the lord 
Meutenant of Ireland, prohibiting 
and suppressing the Sinn Fein par- 
liament known asthe “Dail Ei- 
reann.” It refers to the procla- 
mation of July suppressing the 
Sinn Fein organizations. It de- 
scribes the “Dail Eireann” as a gan- 
serous association and says that 
since July it has been employed 
for all the purposes of the then sup- 
pressed organizations. The procla- 
mation applies to the thirty-two 
counties and six ee boroughs of 
Ireland. 

The Sinn Fein nttieiars of the 
house of commons arrested are Er- 
nest Blisthe, member for Monaghan, 
north, and Patrick O'Keefe, member 
for the northern division of Cork 
county. 

Military lorries carrying prison- 
ers from the outskirts of Dublin 
are ariving in the city. ‘ 

Search Lasted Hours. 

The search of the Sinn Fein head- 
quarters here lasted two hours. It 
included even a personal search of 
Vistors to the premises. The docu- 
ments seized related to the loan of 
the Irish republic and to the corre- 
spondence upon which the report of

EW CONVICTED 
OF ROBBING DANK 


Fred New’s Punishment 
Fixed at Ten to Four- 
teen Years—New Trial 
November 29—W ebb, 
Confessed Robber, Given 
Five to Ten Years. 


Lawrenceville, Ga., September 12. 
(Special.)—The jury in the case of 
the State vs. Fred New, charged 
with being implicated in the rob- 
bery of Farmers and Merchants’ 
bank of uluth, tonight at 6:25 
o’clock, returned a-verdict of “‘guil- 
ty_by incrimination.” 

New’s punishment was fixed at “a 
minimum of ten years and a maxi- 
mum of fourteen years.” After re- 
questing a poll of the jury and the 
verdict being affirmed, the defense 
made informal motion for a new 
trial. 

In passing sentence on FF. W. 
Webb, self-confessed as being im- 
plicated in the daring hold-up, 
Judge Cobb stated that in considera- 
tioh of Webb’s confession and his 
aid in bringing two culprits to 
justice, ha would fix the period of 
confinement at from five to ten 
years in the penitentiary. 

Judge Cobb also fixed the bond 
of Olin New, who has been indicted 
as accessory before and after the 
fact in the bank robbery, at $5,000, 
pending the hearing of his case. 

Hearing in the new trial request- 
ed by Fred New was fixed for No- 
vember 29, but the judge refused 
to release New on bond before the 
trial. 

Argument in the case was com- 
pleted and Judge Cobb’s charge de- 
livered early in the afternoon Fri- 
day. At 3:40 o’clock the jury re- 
tired to make up its verdict and 
at 6:25 o’clock returned the convic- 
tion. 

The Duluth bank robbery was one 
of the most sensational ever staged 
in this state. On August 7 an auto; 
mobile driven by a band of masked 


bandits rolled up in front of the 
bank early in the morning, held up 
the cashier at the point of a pistol, 
secured $1,300 in cash, locked the 
cashier in the vault and fled to- 
ward Atlanta. Details of the shoot- 
ing and excitement that ensued 
when the robbers made their wild 
dash toward Atlanta and later es- 
caped will be commonly remem- 
bered, 


CLOTHIERS FIGHT 
PUTTING THE COST 
ON THEIR GOODS 


Chicago, September 12.—Protests 
against the Jones bill, which con- 
gress is considering, wefe voiced in 
resolutions adopted today at the 
final meeting of the national coi- 
vention of the National Association 
of Retail Clothiers. The bill, which 
provides that all retail merchants 
be licensed and the initial cost be 
placed upon goods by them, was 
characterized as class legislation by 
the convention that “would accom- 
plish no real lowering of prices, but 
would create an unfair discrimina- 
tion against the merchants who are 
dealing in the necessities of life.” 

The retailers appointed commit- 
tees to investigate labor costs and 
conditions in the manufacture of 
clothing, with instructions to have 
the fihdins made public, so that the 
consumer could judge whether he 
was paying a fair price for his 
clothes.

HE ASKS REPUBLICANS 
NOT TO THINK OF 1920 
— 


President Says He Is Not 
for a Moment Consider- 
ing Next Year—He Says 
United States Sovereign- 
ty Is Amply Safeguard- 
ed in League Covenant. 


Spokane, Wash\, September 12.— 
America’s acceptance of the peace 
treaty must be unqualified, Presi- 
dent Wilson declared here today, if 
it is to end promptly the spirit of 
unrest throughout the world. Any 
change which would make the rati- 
fieation conditional, he said, would 
reopen the negotiations and prolong 
doubt and uncertainty. 

Replying to objections that Great 
Brigein would have a preponderance 
of voting power in the league of 
nations assembly, President Wilson 
said any possible danger on that 
score Was removed by the fact that 
decisions must be unanimous, 

The speech here was the second 
the president made during thé day. 
He spoke this morning at Coeur 
d’Alene, Idaho, making an invasion 
of the state represented by United 
States Senator Borah 
ate. 
which he spoke was not entirely 
filled. Here in the armory every 
seat was taken. 

Largely a Debating Body. 

The league of nations assembly, 
the president declared, was “largely 
a debating body,” and seldom would 
act on important questions, and 
when it did the United States, with 
its one vote, would have “an ab- 
solute vofie” under the rule re- 
quiring a unanimous vote. 

There was only one case in which 
the assembly could decide on im- 
portant questions, he said, and that 
was when such a question was 
unanimously referred to it by the 
council. The assembly also must act 
unanimously, he added, so that in 
either council or assembly the one 
vote of the United States would 


onstitute a veto power, 


The unanimous rule, added the 
president, seemed to him the only 
weakness of the league, but it was 
a weakness in the direction of 
throwing a safeguard around na- 
tional sovereignty. 

Mr. Wilson also. discussed 


treaty and asked for its unquall- 
fied acceptance. 

He asked the republicans present 
not “to think of 1920 when thinking 
of the redemption of the world,” 
adding that that he himself did not 
for a moment do so. 

Mr. Wilson said he saw no moral 
objections to interpretations which 
would not change the meaning of 
the document, but added that such 
a step would be merely to say ‘that 
the United States understands the 
treaty to mean what it says.

Possibly Belgium is not buying our 
food liberally because it already 
has a surfeit, so liberal has been the 
sympathy of this country toward an 
outraged nation. Then some trust- 
worthy people have brought to this 
country pictures of typical Germans 
and of street scenes showing that 
the Teuton is rather well-fed and 
sleek, 

Possibly the difference is’ that 
what makes them fat would make 
an American skeletonic, so used is 
he to the luxuries of life. Anyhow, 
Americans who have been in the 
desolated countries of Europe for a 
long time are- found, when they 
come to,the home table, to grab at 
the butter plate with great ferocity

The reason for the letting up of 
the exports is in the low prices for 
these articles as expressed in the 
exchanges.

POLICE STRIKERS 


And Await Outcome of, 
Wilson’s Labor Confer-| 
ence--Governor Coolidge 
Opposes Any Compro- 
mise With the Boston 
Strikers. 


Boston, September 12.—Frank 
McCarthy, New England organizer 
of the American Federation of 
bor, announced tonight that the po- 
licemen’s union had accepted the 
suggestion of Samuel Gompers that 
they return to work and await the 


the white house on October 6. 

When Police Commissioner Curtis 
was informed of the action of the 
union he said that he has issued or- 
ders this afternoon that no strikers 
applying for reinstatement should 
be taken back. He gaid that he 
could not change this order before 
hearing from the attorney general. 
The commissioner refused to ampli- 
fy this statement, which was inter- 
preted to mean that the attorney 
general would be asked to decide 
whether the patrolmen were “em- 
ployees” who had a right to strike 
or “officers” of the governmeht who 
had no such right. 

Mr. ‘McCarthy read Mr. Gompers’ 
telegrams sent to him and to Mayor 
Peters, at a meeting of the police- 
men’s union tonight. After’ the 
meeting he issued the following 
statement: 

“The members of the Boston po- 
licemen’s union have accepted the 
suggestion of Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and instructed their 
committee to act in accordance.” 

Settlement Problematical.. 

Whether the strike could be set- 
tled in this manner was proble- 
matical tonight. Mr. Gompera’ sug- 
gestion was that the men return 
to their posts “upon information 
that the enforcement of the order 
(forbidding them to affiliate with 
outside organizations) has been 
postponed.” In his telegram to the 
mayor, of which he sent a dupli- 
cate to Governor Coolidge tonight, 
he asked that enforcement of this 
order be deferred until after the 
white house conference, 

Governor Coolidge had retired for 
the night before, Mr. McCarthy’s 
statement had been made public, 
and his secretary said that he would 
not disturb him to inform. him of 
this development. The secretary 
said that the telegram from Mr. 
Gompers had not been received. 

It is expected that the matter will 
be discussed tomorrow forenoon, 
when the governor has consented 
to meet Mr. McCarthy and officers 
of the Boston central labor union. 
This conference was arranged be- 
fore the action of the policemen’s 
union had been made known, 

Although the policemen’s union 


claimed that it had gained new 
members today, Superintendent of 
Police Crowley suid that a number 
of striking policemen had applied 
for reinstatement. He said that or- 
ders had been given to the captains 
of all police stations to take no 
one back pending a decision as to 
whether any of the strikers should 
be permitted to rejoin the force. 


Coolidge Against Arbitraation. 


Governor Coolidge said today that 
the questfon whether the policemen 
were actually on strike or had aban- 
doned their duties and whether any 
any circumstances, was wholly for 
Police Commissioner Curtis to de- 
termine. For his own part, how- 
ever, the governor’ classed the 
strikers as ‘deserters’ and said 
that he did not think of any condi- 
tions under which they should be re- 
instated.” He declares that arbitra- 
tion of government and the laws 
was not to be thought of and that 
law and order would be maintained 
at any cost. 

Thére was no disorder today. The 
Streets were strongly guarded by 
infantry of the gtate guard, with 
fixed bayonets and cavalry patrol- 
ling all thoroughfares in the center 
of the city. Windows boarded up 
yesterday as a precaution against a 
recurrence of rioting remained cov- 
ered.

Washington, September 12.—The 
house waterpower development bill 
as amended by the senate commerce 
committee was reported to the sen- 
ate today by Chairman Jones, who 
gave notice that he would seek its 
consideration at the first opportu- 
nity. 

In a formal report accompanying 
the bill, Senator Jones said its the- 
ory was to provide for private de- 
velopment of waterpower projects, 
but “with ultimate rovernment 
ownership possible.” Early enact- 
ment is desired, the committee re- 
port declared, adding:

BY WASHINGTON 


Cry of Greeting From 
Hundreds of Women and 
Girls as He Steps From 
His Special Train. , 


Washington, September 12.—With 
the plaudits of New York and Phila- 
delphia still ringing in his ears, 
General Pershing arrived in Wash- 
ington today and received a fore- 
taste of the more formal greeting 
he will receive next week when he 
leads the First division up Pennsyl- 
vania avenue in the nation’s victory 
parade, 

As he stepped from his special 
train at the station he heard a cry 
of greeting rise from the hundreds 
of women and girls who lined his 
pathway. As he stood later witn 
bared head before Vice President 
Marshall in the president’s waiting 
room to receive the welcome of the 
president and of the nation, again 
it was women and girls, armed with 
flags and flowers, who surrounded 
him. There was little of the pomp 
of war about this conqueror’s re- 
turn. 

The reception, with the exception 
of these lines of school girls and 
women of the government depart- 
ments and the greeting extended in 
President Wilson’s name by Vice 
President Marshall, was informal. 
Secretary Baker and General March, 
chief of staff, greeted General 
Pershing at the train and escorted 
him to the room where the vice 
president awaited him. 

The arched roof of the big build- 
ing, where the wide approaches 
were built with just such scenes in 
mind, roared with the shouting of 
the crowd jammed close along his 
path. A military band pounded out 
its formal greeting of “‘Hail to the 
Chief” almost unheard. The crash 
of saluting artillery, posted far 
away by the Potomac, beside th» 
nation’s stone built tributes to 
Washington and Lincoln, went un- 
noticed. 

Pershing’s Tribute to Women. 

Possibly it was the great pre- 
ponderance of women in the crowd 
about him that led General Persh- 
ing to pay high tribute to the

Beckoning to the officer in com- 
mand, General Pershing signified 
his wish to inspect the men before 
he went to his rooms, and shrough 
the opened ranks he walked with 
eyes taking in each detail of equip- 
ment. 

Later General Pershing expressed 
keen pleasure at being back in 
Washington, but could throw little 
light on his future plans beyond 
the ceremonies of next week, when 
he heads the parade of the First di- 
vision and later when he receives 
the unusual tribute of a reception

"ANOTHER APPEAL 


New Plea for Recogni- 
tion of Sovereignty Pre- 
sented to Senator Lodge

Washington, September 12.—A 
new appeal to the senate for recog- 
nition of the sovereignty of Egypt, 
based on the recent statement of the 
British embassy in denial of testi- 
mony before the foreign relations 
committee that more than a million 
Egyptians fought on the side of the 
allies, was submitted today to Sena- 
tor Lodge. 

The new turn in this controversy 
eentered around the statement by 
Ronald Lindsay, charge d'affaires of 
the British embassy, who questioned 
the accuracy of statements made to 
the senate committee by Joseph W. 
Folk, counsel for the Egyptian com- 
mission appointed by the legislative 
assembly of Egypt. 

Cablegram From Zagloul. 

Mr. Folk submitted the following 
cable message from Sa@d Pasha 
Zagioul, “Egypt's highest elective 
official and head of the commission 
to the peace conference appointed by 
the legislative assembly of Egypt:” 

“The London Times of the 4th in- 
stant reports that the British em- 
bassy at Washington contradicts the 
statement you made to the foreign 
relations committee of the United 
States senate in presenting Egypt's 
case that Egyptian soldiers fought 
under the British flafr. The facts 
are that 1,200,000 Egyptians -were 
recruited for the labor corps which 
worked under the British flag. Th» 
Hgyptian army proper fought 
against the Turks on the Suez canal, 
in the Sinai peninsula, in Hedjaz, 
and against *Ali Iba Dinar in the 
Sudan. Enormous casualties were 
recorded in the labor corps, chiefly 
from disease.” 

(Signed) “ZAGLOUL,” 

Mr. Folk then CZirected Senator 
Lodge’s attention to Mr. Lindsay’s 
statement that “The British govern- 


ment has carefully avoided destroy- 
ing Egyptian sovereignty,” and d2- 
Clared that inasmuch as it was is- 
sued officially by the British embas- 
sy he nstrued it as having the 
approval of the British government 
toward Egypt.” 

“If Egypt is sovereign,” Mr. Folk 
stated, “by what right does Great 
Britain occupy Egypt with armed 
forces and forbid national seif- 
determination demonstrations? if 
Great Britain has been careful of 
Egyptian sovereignty why were 
Saad Pasha Zagloul and his associ- 
ates, appointed by the legislative as- 
sembly of Egypt'to attend the peace 
conference, interhed at Malta? Why 
are these representatives of the sov- 
ereign government of Egypt kept 
as virtual prisoners in France today 
and refused passports either to Eng- 
land or the United States?” 


Matter of Good Faith. 


The good faith of the British gov- 
ernment in the embassy announce- 
ment of its being careful not to de- 
stroy Egyptian sovereignty, Mr. 
Folk said, could be determined by: 

1. The British government fixing 
a date upon which it will withdraw 
its army of occupation from Egypt. 

2. The British government con- 
ceeding the jurisdiction of the league 
of nations council, if one should b° 
formed, to determine the status of 
gy pt. 

3. The British government dis- 
claiming any objection to the dis- 
patch of diplomatic representatives 

y the sovereign government of 
Egypt to Great Britain, the United 
States and the other nations. 

4. The British government with- 
drawing its objection to the issu- 
ance of passports to the representa- 
tives selected by the legislative as- 
sembly of Egypt to attend the peace 
conference, who are now seeking

Calhoun county, Alabama, says 
an Anniston dispatch, lacks 30 per 
cent of the normal number of 
school teachers. The statement is 
expressive of the condition in many 
com.nunities throughout the south. 

Schoo] teachers as a rule are par- 
ticularly competent. It is neces- 
sary that they shall be. 

But school teachers’ remunera- 
tion has not kept pace with living 
conditions; and it is only natural 
that large numbers of them have 
been attracted by higher salaries to 
other lines of employment. 

Instead of encouraging good 
teachers who enjoy their profession 
to continue in this imp vrtant serv- 
ice there is an unfortunate ten- 
dency in many communities to hold 
them back, to place obstacles in 
their way, and, in effect, to drive 
many of them to other work. 

It is a pitiful situation, for ex- 
ample, that a city like Atlanta 
should go to the extent of demand: 


'ing that her public school teachers 


shall buy their own books for class 
room use, because it cannot find 
the sum of $2,000 to meet this ex- 
pense, 

It is things of just this sort, in 
addition to inadequate compensa- 
tion under the present conditions of 
living, which are forcing the best 
teachers in many communities to 
seek.other positions, through which 
they will be better enabled to sup- 
ply their needs and wants than they 
can possibly be at school wages. 

The result is easy to foresee. 
Every community must have teach- 
ers for its children; and if it cannot 
hold on to the best, then it must be 
content with what it can get. This 
means a lowering of educational 
standards—a distinct and irrepara- 
ble loss to any people who per- 
mit it. 

The raising of its educational 
standards is a duty to which every 
community should give its most se- 
rious and active attenticn. - 

But where the teacher, the foun- 
tain source of education, Is neglect- 
ed, progress is impossible.

Organized Labor in High 


Favor on Pacific Coast\ 


By Carl W. Ackerman. 

San Francigco, Cal., September 12. 
The sentiment of San Francisco and 
Seattle may be expressed today in 
seven words: 

“Organzed labor is the 
America.” , 

Chambers of commerce, 
men, manufacturers and bankers 
admit, almost unanimously, that the 
normal industrial and labor condi- 
tions which prevail at this time in 
these cities in contrast to the wide- 
spread industrial unrest in the mid- 
die west and northwest are due to 
strong labor organizations, directed 
by conservative and fair leaders 0: 
labor. There are, of course, others 
who get blue in the face when they 
speak about unions, but invariably 
they are employers directing busi- 
nesses where the employees are or- 
ganizing for the first time. They do 
not want to see the unions “break” 
into their establishments, but they 
are in the minority and the tide Is 
against them. San Francisco is not 
only organized to the extent of 
about eighty thousand workers, but 
bank clerks, the editorial writers 
for the newspapers, school! teachers. 
policemen, janitors, draftsmen, civil 
engineers, jewelers, clerks and me- 
chanics, clerks in retail shops and 
opticians are forming unions, assist- 
ed by the central labor council of 
the American Federation of Labor. 


Employers Assist Radicals. 
“All of the assistance which has 
been given to the radicals in this 
city has been by employers who are 


fighting organized labor,” said John 
A. O’Connell, secretary of the labor 
council, when I talked with him to- 
day in his office in the Labor tem- 
ple. “By fighting employees who 
wish to join the union they are aid- 
ing and abetting the radicals. They 
do this to keep down wages s0 low 
that the workers cannot Keep body 
family together. The °§ agi- 
tator comes along and promises di- 
rect, quick action. Before long he 
has a following, whereas, if the em- 
ployees were permitted to organize 
and bargain collectively there would 
be no talk of ‘direct action.’ The 
labor unions want industrial peace.” 

C. A. Day, secretary of the indus- 
trial department of the chamber of 
commerce, who knows more about 
the views of employers in San Fran- 
cisco than any other citizen, stated 
that the strength of the unions and 
their support by business interests 
was contributing more than any- 
thing else to the industrial tran- 
qguility of this city. 

“The unions,” Mr. Day stated, “are 
opposed to any disposition of the 
men to break away from their 
recognized leaders or violate the 
agreements which have been made 
between employer and employee. 
The radicals along the water front 
are not representative of organized 
labor, They are the riff-raff of 
the city and easy marks for the 
agitators, 

“Business is far above normal in 
both retail and manufacturing 
lines,” the secretary continued, “Un- 
employment is not up to the aver- 
age. This is the harvest season and 
there is room for every able-bodied 
man to work, if he wants work. 
There is a tendency for workers to 
pick their jobs with great discrimi- 
mation, even among the floaters,” 

Business men and manufacturers 
of the city expressed the same views 
when I questioned several of them 
personally, and more than one, in- 
cluding Mr. Day, attributed the pres- 
ent co-operation between employers 
and employees to the wise leader- 
ship of the unions. More than one 
man stated that the reason Jabor 
conditions in this city were so much 
better than those in Los Angeles 
was because employers here almost 
universally recognize the right of 
men und women to organize, while 
in the southern city there is con- 
tinuous opposition to organized la- 
or, ‘

How Organization Helps. 

Looking back upon the cities I 
have. visited it appears generally 
true that in those municipalities 
where labor is well organized and 
the regular, conserva- 
tive leaders there is Jess labor 
trouble than in communities where 
employers and organized labor are 
at ioggerheads. With the exception 
of Kansas City this is true in every 
city I have visited. 

“Why do you think organized la- 
bor the hope of this country?’ I 
asked one manufacturer. 

His reply was this example: “The 
so-called lowest type of workingman 
in the city labors along the water 
front. The riggers and stevedores, 
numbering about 3,000 men, have a 
union. The I, W. W. organizers came 
here and succeeded in winning about 
two hundred and (fifty membcrs, 
who, immediately, as a militant mi- 
nority, seized control 
organization and on July 27 adopt- 
ed this resolution which they pre- 
sented to their employers: 

““Whereas, an awakening has 
taken place in the minds of the 
workers of the world which has 
caused them to realize that they 
are producers of all wealth which 
they have been bartering for a

It was 
passed by the two hundred and fifty 
who dominated the union organiza- 
tion. One out of every twelve men 
was a radical and the radicals got 
together and controlled the organi- 
zation.

jority of union men and employers 
recognize that the I. W. W. are 
enemies of both workers and em- 
ployers. Together they are fighting 
the I, W. W. to prevent further in- 
dustrial strife during this period of 
reconstruction when it is generally 
recognized that both employers and 
employees must co-operate in solv- 
ing the difficult problems whieh 
confront them and the country. 

“There will be no trouble in San 
I’rancisco,” O’Connell said, “because 
labor is willing to make sacrifices 
at any time if there is any inclina- 
tion on the part of employers to 
play fair. The reason there is se 
much harmony here is because the 
employers will sit around a table 
with the employees and talk. Ninety 
per cent of the difficulties between 
employer and employee in San Fran- 
cisco are settled here in this build- 
ing, The employers name their rep- 
resentatives and the employees ap- 
point their men and they get to- 
gether here. We act only in an ad- 
vVisory capacity. The men call each 
other by their first names, they tell 
each other their difficuities and in 
nine cases out of every ten the dis- 
putes are adjusted.” 

It should not be inferred, however, 
from the outward appearance of la- 
bor conditions here, that the pres- 
en status quo of labor and capital 
is to continue. Employers and em. 
ployees Know that a new industrial 
order is developing in the United 
States and that there must be and 
Will be fundamental ‘anges in the 
relationship between the two classes 
—between those who direct and 
those who execute, but in San Fran. 
cisco, as in Seattle, the leaders ot! 
the two classes of workers are con- 
Vinced that the safest method of 
reaching a new relationship between 
capital and labor is by co-operation 
now during this crigical period of 
readjustment, until the two groups 
can work together in planning for 
the future. Both capital and labor 
here and in Seattle recognize that 
the only peaceful way of bringing 
about changes is through discussion. 
kLmployers generally support organ- 
ized labor because the leaders show 
a disposition to encourage the men 
and women to stick together and 
work, to live up to agreements, and 
not to strike, except when a strike 
is imperative for their own liveli- 
hood. Employees on the other hand 
are showing a willingness to fol- 
low their leaders because they find 
that they can gain more by discus- 
sion than by opposition, 

Would Eliminate Strikes. 

This is one of the very encourag- 
ing aspects of the industrial situation 
along the Pacific coast, with the 
exception, of course, of Los Ange- 
les. Both employers and employees 
wish to eliminate the strike when- 
ever possible, because they now real- 
ize that the strike injures both sides. 
The policy in this city and Seattle 
of both classes of laborers is to 
keep the wheels of business moving 
while the leaders get together and 
plan for tomorrow. 


As the situation rests today nei- 
ther side knows what the outcome

Senator Ivan Allen Tells 
of Work of Southeastern 
Fair Association--Guests 
Enjoy Big Barbecue. 


“This fair next month is going 
to be the biggest event Atlanta has 
ever seen,” said Senator Ivan E. 
Allen, in a short speech following 
the barbecue tendered the stock- 
holders of the Southeastern Fair as- 
sociation and a number of friends 
by the executive committee at Lake- 
wood Friday afternoon. 

“We have the means at our dis- 
posal,” he continued, “to make this 
annual fair in Atlanta one of the 
big crowd drawing cards of the 
country, and it will be to the in- 
terest of all of us to use every ef- 
fort to make the fair a wonderful 
success. 

“The time is ripe for us to put 
forth Atlanta’s claim for the pre- 
mier position as an exposition city. 
And I know in Lakewood we have 
the nucleus for an exhibition ground 
that will be the pride of the south- 
land. 

Biz Amusement Center. 

“The history of Lakewood,” Sena- 
tor Allen continued, “began only 
five years ago when the beautiful 
park we gaze over now was a for- 
lorn waste of tangled’ underbrush 
interspersed with scragely, unsight- 
ly trees. Since the vision of a few 
Atlantans, who saw in the distant 
future there would be a crying need 
for a park of this sort, Lakewood 
has grown from an eyesore to this 
vicinity, to an amusement center 
that would be the pride of any 
city.

DORSEY TO NAME 
100 DELEGATES 
TO DIXIE CONGRESS 


In a conference held Friday with 
Lieutenant Buist C. Getsinger, com- 
missioner of commerce, represent- 
ing the Southern Commercial con- 
gress, Governor Hugh M. Dorsey 
agreed to attend the convention ‘of 
the congress that is to be held in 
Savannah December 810,and to pre- 
side over the house of southern gov- 
ernors, which will convene at the 
same time and place, under the aus- 
pices of the commerical congress. 

Governor Dorsey also consented 
to name one hundred Georgians as 
delegates to the commercial con- 

ress in Savannah. A proclamation 
Was issued by the chief executive 
the latter part of last month call- 
ing attention to the coming commer- 
cial congress, which is to be. at- 
tended by the legislative and exec- 
utive officers of the state. 

The Southern Commercial con- 
gress, which holds its eleventh an- 
nual session this vear in Savannah, 
in December, will have for its 
theme the three-fold subject: “The 
South’s Part in Aiding the Formafion 
problems of the Nation;” “The 
Sout’s part in Aiding the Formation 
of a Merhant Marine,” and “The 
South’s Part in the Extension of 
American Trade Into Latin Amer- 
ica.’ 

These subjects will be discussed 
by able men, and the results of the 
big congress are expected to prove 
highly beneficial to the southern 
states. 


TAXES IN SCREVEN 
COUNTY INCREASED 
AFTER CONFERENCE 


\After a visit to Screven county 
this week and a conference With the 
tax recviver, the tax assessors, thea 
tax collector and the chairman of 
the county commission, H. J. Full- 
bright, state tax eommissioner, wnvo 
returned to Atlanta Friday, made a 
general increase of 10 per cent in 
the tax values of property in that 
county. 

Screven’s tax digest, which came 
to the commissioner's office recent- 
ly, showed a falling off in ps-ganerb 
values of $65,000, as comeenr with 
ast year. Considering thi nsatis- 
factory in the light of valuations 
given property in surrounding coun- 
ties, Mr. Fullbright communicated 
with county officials, with the re- 
sult that a conference in Sylvania 
was arranged for Thursday. 

The 10 per cent raise in valuation 
will bring Screven county’s total 
figures to $4,593,494, instead of 
$4,175,904, the per acre assessment 
being now $4.90 instead of $4.46, 
which is a lower average still than 
that prevailing in the neighboring 
counties.

| absolutely no one who suggested 
| the idea of a national Thanksgiving 


day on November 11 before James 
H. Dozier, of Athens, who proposed 
the plan of combining the day of 
thanksgiving and the day of world 
peace, ima letter to Governor Dor- 
sey six days after the armistice was 
signed. 

Now that the movement to have 
the arrangement approved has been 
taken up by various national organ- 
izations, the whole story has come 
out, and if the idea is adopted it 
will reflect first honor upon the 
Empire State of the South. 

Governor. Dorsey on Friday ad- 
dressed a letter to Lucian Knight, 
state historian, advising him of Mr. 
Dozier’s part in the plan which is 
meeting with approval in many sec- 
tions, and requesting him to see that 
it be incorporated In Georgia’s his- 
tory. 

Last November Mr. Dozier wrote 
to the governor presenting the 
scheme of making Thanksgiving 
day a permanent celebration on No- 
vember 11, rathér than leaving it to 
the discretion of the president, in 
memory of the conclusion 
world’s deadliest war. 
a resolution of approval passed by 
the Clarke county grand jury rec- 
ommending the adoption of the day, 
a letter of indorsement from Judge 
Andrew Cobb, of the superior court, 
and a strong favorable’ editorial 
written by The Athens Banner. 

Governor Dorsey at once wrote 
to President Wilson passing on the 
suggestion, and his letter was later 
acknowledged. 

Nothing more was heard of the 
possibility of the thing being done 
until Alfred Baumberger, executive 
of the local War Camp Community 
service organization, called on the 
sxovernor to learn if he woald lend 
his influence to the double-celebra- 
tion plan, which is being fostered 
by the national W. C. C. S., who in- 
tends to plan for community exer- 
cises in every locality on Novem- 
ber 11.

A family thrift and savings club 
in every home in Atlanta—that is 
the goal set for Atlanta by the ad- 
visory board of the Atlanta women’s 
committee, W.8. S., under the chair- 
manship of Mrs. W. W. Banks, this 
action taken at a meeting of the 
board, held yesterday morning at 
the Georgian Terrace hotel. 

Since the thrift movement is the 
direct and immediate concern of 
every man, woman and child in the 
country, and since the promotion of 
it is the inherited and natural office 
of the women, they must push it, 
and of right it must begin in the 
home, was the sense of the meet- 
ing. 

Mrs. Banks, recently appointed 
city director for W. S. S., by Mrs. 
Samuel Lumpkin, director woman’s 
division, W. S. S., sixth federal re- 
Serve district, presided. The speak-

W. 8. S., afxth federal reserve dis- 
trict; Mr. Walter G. Cooper, educa- 
tional director for the same terri- 
tory, and Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, di- 
rector woman’s division.

er.

The best system of 
devised in baseball was that which 
permitted batters ané@ runners to 
exchange simple signals notifying 
the other of their intentions. This 
eliminated from team-work the 
great variety of signals used by 
bench managers, coachers and oth- 
ers to direct play. The only signals 
necessary were simple ones between 
the men engaged. The batter ar- 
ranged signals with the two men 
who preceded him in the batting 
order and the two succeeding him 
by which he could tell the runner 
ahead of him when he intended to 
hit the ball and they could tell him 
when they would start to steal. The 
ysystem gives both batters and run. 
ners the fullest chance to exercise 
judgement and initiative. 

In the run and hit, which is the 
best form of attack for scoring 
runs, no signals are used. The bat- 
is supposed to see the runner 
make a start from the base and to 
hit so as to protect him. The run 
and hit, however, is not a great 
success when right-handed batters 
are at the plate and works better 
with left-handed batters up. One 
would think that a right-handed 
batter, facing toward first base, 

= see the runner start, but the 

is a right-handed batter does 
camtg see frst base clearly. His eyes 
are on the pitcher and out of the 
tail of his eve he can see third 
base. The left-handed batters see 
first base out of the tail of their 
eyes almost unconsciously. Herman 
Schaefer, one’ of the greatest ex- 
ponents of the run and hit, always 
batted left-handed with runners on 
first and right-handed at other 
times, according to the pitching. 

Sam Crawford was the greatest 
examjte of a batter who protected 
runners. He did not signal, or take 
a signal from Cobb, but aided Ty 
greatly in hitting as Cobb was run- 
ning. 

For less skilled players the hit 
and run still works well and it is 
used even by good teams in the ma- 
jor leagues who have not devel- 
oped the art of hitting behind run- 
ners. The hit and run usually is or- 
dered from the bench by the man- 
ager through the coachers. Fre- 
quently the signal is given from 
the bench to third base, across to 
first and back to the batter, which 
exposes the play to triple chance

Market Halts. Pending 


Labor Developments 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 
(The Constitution-Philadelphia Public Ledger Service—Copyright, 1919.) 

New York, September 12.—Outside of a few oil, motor and rail- 
way equipment stocks the market halted today to await developments 
in the labor situation. Throughout Wall street the strike at Boston 
and the general labor situation in steel and other industries was the 
one subject uppermost in all discussions. Much attention was paid to 
the statements of Gompers and the vice president of the American 
Federation of Labor on the situation at Boston. The head of that 
organization declared that the attitude of the city in opposing the af- 
filiation of policemen with unions was leading to anarchy, whereas his 
vice president went on record with the statement that employees of 
cities should not be allowed to go on strikes, niasmuch as they had 
other means of redress. This looks to Wall street like the leaders of 
labor is on the fence. 

Wall street laoks upon city employees as being in the same po 


district here that some drastic action on the part of the Boston or state 
or federal officials should be taken at once to end the existing strike. 
It is merely a question in the last analysis, as Wall street sees it, as 
to whether law and order shall prevail, of whether the radica] element 
in the labor unions shall be allowed to run the country. That the 
labor situation is grave is admitted on all sides. Until there is more 
light ahead on this subject, the general feeling is that the stock mar- 
ket, reflecting general business conditions, will mark time.

45 Per Cent Damage to Cotton 


Based upon reports of correspondents to September 1 and upon data 
previously published in the monthly crop report derived from the same 
source, the following table showing the loss from each type injury as 
compared with the total estimated damage is released by the co-operative 
crop reporting service for Georgia; Z. HK. Petlet, field agent. 

It will be noted that the proportion of insect damage is high this 
year, although this estimate is only to September 1. The weather dam- 
age, both from early excess moisture and from recent dry spells, has 
been very unusual also, but does not as yet outweigh that of the insect 
pests. 

As pointed out in the regular September report, this damage runs to 

millions of dollars. Anyone statistically inclined may figure out 
|} this problem for himself, allowing a drop of two hundred thousand or 
| more bales from report of June 25. 

Another method of calculating injury in dollars and cents is to get 
the difference between the theoretical normal and full crop of cotton 
produced per acre and the prospective crop of 154 pounds, which is ob- 
tained by using the condition figure, 55 per cent of the normal (280 
' pounds September 1). This will show total loss per acre from all causes. 
|Multiply this by the acres in cotton and total loss will be shown. 

The table below shows the proportion of the entire damage which 
is due to each specific cause. In the first six columns the figures do 
not allude to the actual damage of the crop, but to the proportion of the 
damage suffered by the crop due to the specific cause. The final column 
shows the per cent of damage suffered by the crop due to all causes:

SANTO DOMINGD 


Mission to Washington 
Issues Statement Ex- 
plaining Efforts to Get 
Island Back in Natives’ 
Hands. | 


' (The Constitution—Philadeiphia Public. Ledger 
Service—Copyright, 1919) 
Washington, September 12.—De- 


claring that the United States prom- 
ised its military occupancy of Santo 
Domingo would be “transitory,” Dr. 
Francisco Henriquez y Carvajal, act- 
ing president of the West Indian re- 
public at the time American rule 
was established there, issued a 
statement today explaining the ef- 
forts being made to get the govern- 
ment of Santo Démingo back into 
native hands. 

Dr. Henriquez, who went to Paris 
in an effort to get his case pre- 
sented to the peace conference, has 
arrived in Washington as head ofa 
commission which includes alse Tu- 
lio M. Cestero, former “minister in 


Paris and Spain; Dr. Federico Hen- 
riquez y Carvajal, former chief jus- 
tice, and Dr. Max Henriquez Urena. 
former secretary of the presidency. 
His statement follows: / 

“It is nearly three years now that 
an American military government 
was established in Santo Domingo, 
with a military oecupation by 
American forces and the application 
of military laws. This military gov- 
ernment supplanted the national 


government of the country, which 
has not existed since then. 
“Individual liberties have been 


greatly diminished in Santo Domin- 
go by the action of the American 
military government. There is no 
freedom of the press, no right of as- 
sembly, and the people cannot take 
any initiative to modify the situa- 
tion. Some administrative reforms 
of great usefulness have beer intro- 
duced by the military government: 
but the population desires a change 
in the present situation and wishes 
to see the national government 
again in native hands. At the same 
time, there is a desire to reorganize 
the national institutions in accord- 
ance with advanced ideas, in order 
to avoid any internal disturbances 
and to tavor economic development. 

“In the proclamation issued by 
the American military government, 
the people of Santo Domingo were 
told that the mil!tary occupation 
was meant to be transitory; that 
there was no intention to put an 
end to the sovereignty of the Do- 
minican republic, but, on the con- 
trary, the purpose of helping the 
country return to a situation of in- 
ternal order that would enable it to 
fulfill its obligations as a member 
of the family of nations, upon the 
termination of the great war. 

“For that reason Dr. Francisco 
Henriquez y Carvajal, who went re- 
cently to Paris with some sugges- 
tions as to a general plan that will 
lead to the political and adminis- 
trative reorganization of the coun- 
try and to the restoration of the 
national government. We are fully 
confident that the government of the 
United States will give a favorable 
solution to the question of Domini- 
can republic.”

GEN. WRIGHT OPPOSES 
U. S. ARMY OF 570,000 


Washington, September 12..— 
While generally approving the army 
reorganization bill, Major General 
W. N. Wright, commander of the 
Kighty-ninth Adivision in the Ar- 
gonne and St. Mihiel offensive ques- 
tioned today before the senate mil- 
itary committee, the general staff's 
recommendation for an army of 
570,000 in peace time, as he consid- 
ered an abmy of that size unneces- 
sary if universal military training 
were adopted. 

He proposed a plan to organize 
the men trained under the univer- 
sal service plan into a reserve army 
with existing units instead of re- 
leasing them entirely, as provided 
in the bill.
